Purpose: 
 

The CALFED Science Program is convening two workshops on Delta conveyance 
modeling in support of the Delta Vision Blue Ribbon Task Force (Task Force), which is 
crafting a Strategic Plan.  The purpose of these workshops is to publicly discuss various 
Delta conveyance modeling tools, assumptions and other variables, and to provide a 
facilitated discussion with organizations conducting Delta conveyance modeling.   
 
The first workshop scheduled for April 3, 2008, will provide a forum for information 
exchange and discussion on how modeling efforts are proceeding in addressing Task 
Force needs for information regarding dual conveyance.

The science experts 
will submit a brief summary report to the Science Program for posting following the 
workshop.
